The Executive Force Review Committee (EFRC) consisting of Commanders 
Bobby Denham, Patrick Maxwell, and Ralph Webb met and reviewed the above 
case. 


FORCE POLICY RELATING TO INCIDENT: 


Law Enforcement officers may use deadly force in self-defense or in the defense 
of others only when they reasonably believe death or serious physical injury is 
about to be inflicted upon themselves or others. 


FINDINGS: 


Compton deputies received information from Operation Safe Streets Bureau that 
there was a male black wearing a black shirt and red hat armed with a handgun, 
walking in the area of Red’s Liquor near Palmer Street and Long Beach 
Boulevard, Compton. 
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Deputies responded towards Red's Liquor to search for ће male black armed 
with the gun. As one of the patrol units was driving east on Palmer Street west of 
Poinsettia Avenue, they saw a male black (Suspect Parker) matching the 
description walking west on Palmer Street towards Poinsettia Avenue with 
another male black. 


The deputies stopped their patrol car on the south side of Palmer Street east of 
Poinsettia Avenue facing east towards the two males. Both deputies saw 
Suspect Parker had a startled look on his face. One of the deputies exited the 
patrol car and attempted to contact both males. Suspect Parker quickly ran west 
on Palmer Street and as he passed the other deputy, he saw a gun in Suspect 
Parker’s waistband. As Suspect Parker turned south on Poinsettia Avenue, the 
deputy saw а gun in Suspect Parker's right hand. 


One of the deputies broadcasted on the radio that they were in foot pursuit of a 
male armed with a handgun. The deputies pursued Suspect Parker west on 
Palmer Street to south on Poinsettia Avenue, then west in the south alley of 
Palmer Street. While in the alley, Suspect Parker turned towards them holding a 
gun in his right hand and pointed the gun at them. One of the deputies fearing 
he or his partner were going to be shot, fired two rounds at Suspect Parker from 
approximately 20 feet away, striking him in the left side. Suspect Parker 
continued to run at a fast pace westbound through the alley towards Sloan 
Avenue. One of the deputies broadcasted that a Deputy Involved Shooting had 
just occurred and they continued to pursue Suspect Parker. 


Another deputy, who had just stopped his patrol car in the middle of Sloan 
Avenue facing south just north of the alley, was beginning to exit his vehicle, 
when he saw Suspect Parker come running from around the northeast corner of 
the alley, holding a gun in his right hand. Suspect Parker continued running 
north on the east sidewalk area of Sloan Avenue and the deputy exited his car 
while simultaneously giving verbal commands for Suspect Parker to drop the 
gun. Suspect Parker continued to run north on Sloan Avenue passing the deputy 
who was in the street near the rear portion of his patrol vehicle. Suspect Parker 
then turned towards the deputy Lopez and pointed a gun at him with his right 
hand. The deputy believed Suspect Parker was going to shoot him so with a 
clear shot of Suspect Parker, from seven to ten feet away, he fired at him, 
missing him. Suspect Parker turned back around and continued to run north on 
Sloan Avenue. The deputy pursued Suspect Parker on foot with one of the 
original deputies following a short distance behind him. They all continued east 
onto Palmer Avenue. 


Suspect Parker stopped behind a green Cadillac that was parked facing east in 
front of East Palmer Street. With a gun in his right hand, Suspect Parker 
turned towards one of the pursuing deputies and pointed it at him. The deputy, 
believing he was going to be shot, used the engine block of the Cadillac for cover 
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and with a clear shot from approximately ten feet away, fired one round at 
Suspect Parker. Suspect Parker was struck in the right buttocks and 
immediately fell to the ground behind the front portion of the Cadillac. Deputies 
advanced towards Suspect Parker in а “V” formation and detained him at gun 
point. Suspect Parker was handcuffed and taken into custody. 


Suspect Parker was treated at the scene by personnel from Compton Fire 
Department. He was subsequently transported to Saint Francis Medical Center 
for treatment of a through and through gunshot wound to his left flank (waist) 
area and a gunshot entry wound to his right buttocks with that bullet lodging in 
his right groin area. 


A black steel semi-automatic handgun with wood grips, 25 caliber, “Armi- 
Tanfoglio Giuseppe” Model GT27 was found in the gutter where Suspect Parker 
had fallen and was handcuffed. The handgun was found with the hammer in the 
“cocked” position, a bullet was loaded in the chamber and an additional 5 bullets 
loaded in the magazine 


The EFRC determined the force used against the suspect was within Department 
policy. The EFRC also determined the tactics used were within Department 
policy. 


RECOMMENDATIONS: 
The EFRC recommended the unit commander, Captain Leonard McCray, 


conduct a tactical debriefing with all involved personnel regarding the unique 
circumstances of this incident.

The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attomey’s Office has 

completed its review of the August 16, 2012, non-fatal shooting of Marcell Parker. It is our 

conclusion that Los Angeles Sheriff s Department (LASD) Deputies Marco Miranda and Jerry 

Lopez acted in lawful self-defense and defense of others. | 


The District Attorney Command Center was notified of this incident at 1:15 p.m. on 

August 16, 2012. The District Attorney Response Team (DART), comprised of Deputy District 
Attorney Paul Nunez and Senior Investigator esponded to the scene. They were | 
given a briefing of the circumstances surrounding the shooting and a walk-through of the scene. 


The following analysis is based upon reports, photographs, and diagrams submitted to this office | 
by LASD Homicide Detectives Kathleen Gallagher and Philip Guzman. The voluntary 
statements of Deputy Miranda and Deputy Lopez were considered as part of this analysis. 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS 


On August 16, 2012, LASD deputies at the Compton Station received information from an 
informant that an armed person was walking towards Red’s Liquor just south of the intersection 
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of Long Beach Boulevard and Palmer Street. The suspect was described as a male black wearing 
a red hat and black shirt. Deputy Jennifer Valenzuela, who was partnered with Lopez, received 
the suspect information while at lunch. Valenzuela passed along the information to Lopez, 
Deputy Miranda, and his partner, Deputy Daniel Hoyos. 


Deputies responded to the location. Miranda and Hoyos drove east on Palmer Street 
approaching Poinsettia Avenue, when they spotted two male blacks, one wearing the described 
clothing, walking westbound on Palmer Street. The man in the red hat and black shirt, later 
identified as Marcell Parker, raised his head, looked in the direction of the deputies’ patrol car, 
and then immediately began running south on Poinsettia Avenue.' 


Both Miranda and Hoyos exited their car and chased Parker. Parker turned down the alley south 
of Palmer Street and ran westbound. As he ran, Parker removed a handgun from his pants 
pocket. He continued to run with the gun in his hand. Parker turned towards Miranda and 
Hoyos and pointed the gun at the deputies. Miranda, fearful Parker was about to shoot at him or 
his partner, fired twice at Parker, striking Parker once in the left leg. Parker continued to run 
westbound. 


Lopez was in a separate patrol car on Palmer Street when Miranda and Hoyos contacted Parker 
and (EE Lopez drove westbound on Palmer Street as Miranda and Hoyos chased Parker 
west down the south alley of Palmer Street. Lopez turned south on Sloan Avenue, the next street 
that intersected the alley. Lopez heard Miranda’s shots and saw Parker now running with a gun 
in his hand towards Lopez. Parker turned north on Sloan Avenue and passed Lopez as he sat in 
his patrol car. Parker, with the gun in his right hand, turned his upper body as he ran, towards 
Lopez. Lopez fired possibly two times at Parker but Parker continued to run. 


Parker turned east on Palmer Street and hid behind a parked vehicle. Lopez and Miranda 
followed. Lopez saw the gun still in Parker’s hand. Parker turned toward the deputies again. In 
fear for his life, Lopez shot Parker in the right buttocks, which caused Parker to fall to the 
pavement. Deputies handcuffed Parker and recovered a loaded .25 caliber, semi automatic 
firearm next to him. 


Parker submitted to three interviews with detectives. On the day of the shooting, Parker was at 

the car wash when an acquaintance, approached Parker and asked for a quote to detail 
two cars. Parker and walked to ON and Parker examined 

cars to prepare the quote. [went inside his house and when he returned, gave Parker a gun 

and asked Parker to hold it for him. Parker was scared to refuse. Parker and walked to 

Red’s Liquor and HE purchased Parker a soda. 


Parker and | Ж the store and began walking on Palmer Street. Parker was nervous about 
holding the gun and wanted to take it, but asked him to hold it a little longer. 


! The second male was identified as IEE 
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When the deputies arrived, Parker told J “You set me up,” and HB responded, “You 
better run!” 


Parker ran from the deputies in order to get rid of the gun. He pulled the gun from his pocket 
and ran with it in his hand so that he could throw it away when he saw an opportunity. He 
looked back at the deputies when the gun was still in his hands to see how close they were to 
him. He heard shots and felt pain in his leg but continued to run. He saw another deputy when 
he left the alley and heard unknown commands. Parker looked back at the second deputy and the 
deputy fired at him. Parker then hid behind a parked car and heard multiple deputies shouting at 
him. When he looked up, he was shot a second time. He slid the gun into the gutter when he 
was handcuffed. 


Detectives interviewed б man who was walking with Parker when the deputies 
contacted them. knew Parker worked at a car wash near Red’s Liquor on Long Beach 
Boulevard. vent with Parker to Red’s and Parker showed [the gun while in the Red’s 
parking lot. The gun was small and Г ought it was possibly а .380 caliber handgun. J 
heard that Parker carried a gun for protection but this was the first time Parker had shown him a 
firearm. Hever touched the gun and instead called police to report Parker. 


Г Parker run from the deputies but did not see where he went. He heard the gunshots 
and then saw Parker arrested on Palmer Street. 


CONCLUSION 


California has well settled law that the use of deadly force in self-defense situations or in the 
defense of others is permissible if it reasonably appears to the person claiming the right of self 
defense that he actually and reasonably believed he or others were in imminent danger of great 
bodily injury or death. People v. Humphrey, 13 Cal. 4th 1073, 1082 (1996). 


In protecting himself or another, a person may use all force which he believes reasonably 
necessary and which would appear to a reasonable person, in the same or similar circumstances, 
to be necessary to prevent imminent injury. California Criminal Jury Instructions No. 3470. 


“Where the peril is swift and imminent and the necessity for action is immediate, the law does 
not weigh in too nice scales the conduct of the assailed and say he shall not be justified in killing 
because he might have resorted to other means to secure his safety.” People v. Collins, 189 Cal. 
App. 2d 575, 588 (1961). 


The evidence examined shows that Parker was in possession of a gun and pointed that weapon at 
deputies on several occasions while ignoring their commands to drop the gun. Parker’s 
continued possession and use of the firearm put the deputies in imminent fear of great bodily 
injury or death. Deputies Miranda and Lopez responded with deadly force to end the threat. 
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We conclude that Deputy Marco Miranda and Deputy Jerry Lopez acted in lawful self-defense 
and defense of others. We are closing our file and will take no further action in this matter. |

Opening Statement 


On Thursday, August 16, 2012, Internal Affairs Investigators Sergeants Trent Dennison, 
Scott Graham and Lieutenant Patrick Libertone responded to Е. Palmer Street, 
Compton regarding an on-duty Deputy Involved Hit Shooting. 


Synopsis 


On Thursday, August 16, 2012, at approximately 1214 hours, Deputy Jennifer 
Valenzuela (Compton Station Unit 282, partnered with Deputy Erica Saavedra) received 
information from Operation Safe Streets Bureau Detective Scott Lawler ЖЕШ that 
there was a male black wearing a black shirt and red hat armed with a handgun, 
walking in the area of Red's Liquor near Palmer Street and Long Beach Boulevard, 
Compton. Deputy Valenzuela immediately relayed that information to Deputies Jerry 
Lopez (Compton Station unit 287), Marco Miranda and his partner Daniel Hoyos, who 
were meeting with her at that time. 


Deputies Valenzuela, Saavedra, Lopez, Miranda and Hoyos all responded towards 
Red’s Liquor to search for the male black armed with the gun. As Unit 283A, Deputies 
Miranda and Hoyos, were driving east on Palmer Street west of Poinsettia Avenue they 
saw a male black (Suspect Parker) matching the description, walking west on Palmer 
Street towards Poinsettia Avenue with another male black (Witness i. 
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IAB Note: Unbeknownst to Deputies Miranda and Hoyos at the time, 
Witness [was the informant who had called OSS 
Detective Lawler and told him the information about Suspect 
Parker being armed with а gun near Red's Liquor. Refer to 
page 8 of the transcripts of Witness interview with 
Homicide Bureau Detectives. 


Deputy Hoyos stopped their patrol car on the south side of Palmer Street east of 
Poinsettia Avenue facing east towards the two males. Both deputies saw Suspect 
Parker had a startled look on his face. Deputy Miranda exited the front passenger door 
and attempted to contact both males. Suspect Parker quickly ran west on Palmer 
Street and as he passed Deputy Miranda, he saw a gun in Suspect Parkers waistband. 
As Suspect Parker turned south on Poinsettia Avenue, Deputy Hoyos saw a gun in 
Suspect Parker's right hand. 


Deputy Miranda broadcasted on the radio (refer to the radio transmissions, Exhibit D) 
that they were in foot pursuit of a male armed with a handgun. Deputy Miranda with 
Deputy Hoyos following, pursued Suspect Parker west on Palmer Street to south on 
Poinsettia Avenue, then west in the south alley of Palmer Street. While in the alley, 
Suspect Parker turned towards them holding a gun in his right hand and pointed the gun 
at them. Deputy Miranda, fearing he or his partner, Deputy Hoyos, were going to be 
shot fired two rounds at Suspect Parker from approximately 20 feet away, striking him in 
the left side. Suspect Parker continued to run at a fast pace westbound through the 
alley towards Sloan Avenue. Deputy Hoyos broadcasted that a Deputy Involved 
Shooting had just occurred (refer to the radio transmissions, Exhibit D) and continued 
to pursue Suspect Parker. 


Deputy Lopez, who had just stopped his patrol vehicle in the middle of Sloan Avenue 
facing south just north of the alley, was beginning to exit his vehicle, when he saw 
Suspect Parker come running from around the north east corner of the alley, holding a 
gun in his right hand. Suspect Parker continued running north on the east sidewalk 
area of Sloan Avenue and Deputy Lopez exited his car while simultaneously giving 
verbal commands for Suspect Parker to drop the gun. Suspect Parker continued to run 
north on Sloan Avenue passing Deputy Lopez who was in the street near the rear 
portion of his patrol vehicle. Suspect Parker then turned towards Deputy Lopez and 
pointed a gun at him with his right hand. Deputy Lopez believed Suspect Parker was 
going to shoot him so with a clear shot of Suspect Parker, from seven to ten feet away, 
he fired at him, missing him. Suspect Parker turned back around and continued to run 
north on Sloan Avenue.

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Suspect Parker stopped behind a green Cadillac that was parked facing east in front of 

East Palmer Street. With a gun in his right hand Suspect Parker turned towards 
Deputy Lopez and pointed it at him. Deputy Lopez believing he was going to be shot, 
used the engine block of the Cadillac for cover and with a clear shot from approximately 
ten feet away, fired one round at Suspect Parker. Suspect Parker was struck in the 
right buttocks and immediately fell to the ground behind the front portion of the Cadillac. 
Deputies Lopez and Miranda advanced towards Suspect Parker in a “V” formation and 
detained him at gun point. Deputy Lopez advanced along the driver's side of the 
Cadillac while Deputy Miranda advanced along the passenger side of the Cadillac. 
Deputy Hoyos approached from the east and handcuffed Suspect Parker. 


IAB Note: Іп reviewing the radio transmissions (Exhibit О) of this 
incident from the time of Deputy Miranda’s initial person with 
а gun radio broadcast to the time Deputy Hoyos advised all 
deputies were accounted for, approximately seventy-eight 
seconds had elapsed. 


Suspect Parker was treated at the scene by personnel from Compton Fire Department 
Engine 42 under the command of Captain Burns. He was subsequently transported to 
Saint Francis Medical Center for treatment of a through and through gunshot wound to 
his left flank (waist) area and a gunshot entry wound to his right buttocks with that bullet 
lodging in his right groin area. 


A black steel semi-automatic handgun with wood grips, 25 caliber, “Armi-Tanfoglio 
Giuseppe” Model GT27 was found in the gutter where Suspect Parker had fallen and 
was handcuffed. The handgun was found with the hammer in the “cocked” position, a 
bullet was loaded in the chamber and an additional 5 bullets loaded in the magazine. 


District Attorney’s Letter of Opinion 


On February 18, 2013, the Justice System Integrity Division (JSID) of the Los Angeles 
County District Attorney's office issued a letter of opinion regarding the shooting. It was 
the conclusion of JSID that Deputy Marco Miranda and Deputy Jerry Lopez acted in 
lawful self-defense and defense of others. Their conclusion is contained in the letter 
submitted with this case under Miscellaneous Documents section.

Injuries 
No deputies were injured during this incident. 
Suspect Parker sustained one through and through gunshot wound to his left hip and 


buttock area and suffered a fractured left pelvis. He additionally sustained a gunshot 
wound to his right buttocks with that bullet lodging in his groin area.

Refer to pages 32-38 of Homicide Investigation 
Book Exhibit A. The scene was also photographed by Scientific Services. Refer to the 
compact disc and thumb nail photos under Exhibits C and D.

Two 9mm casings were found at the scene where Deputy Miranda 
said he fired his weapon (refer to page 33 of Exhibit A). 


IAB Note: Deputy Miranda told Homicide Bureau Detectives 

Kathleen Gallagher ЖЖ and Phil Guzman 
he usually carries his weapon loaded with 

15 rounds in the magazine and one additional round 
in the chamber for a total of 16 rounds. Deputy 
Miranda originally stated he fired two rounds at the 
suspect, however his weapon was found to have a 
total of 13 live rounds at the time it was collected for 
evidence. His explanation for the discrepancy of the 
amount of remaining rounds was that it may have 
been possible he fired three rounds at the suspect 
(refer to pages 17-18 of the transcripts from Deputy 
Miranda's interview with Homicide Bureau).

One 9mm casings was found at the scene on Sloan Avenue and one 
9mm casing was found at the scene on Palmer Street where Deputy Lopez said he fired 
his weapon(refer to page 33 of Exhibit A).

One expended bullet was recovered from Suspect Parker's groin area (refer to page 19 
of Exhibit A).

Involved Employee Statements 
The following narratives are intended only as a synopsis of the recorded interviews of 


the involved employee’s statements to Internal Affairs Bureau Investigators. Additional 
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information and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the recorded interviews 
and transcriptions included with this case. 


Deputy Marco Miranda was interviewed on November 21, 2013, at the Internal Affairs 
Bureau Offices by Sergeants Catrina Khasaempanth and Brenda Gibson. Deputy 
Miranda was represented by Omkar Ranade of Green and Shinee Law Firm. 


Deputy Miranda’s statement and description of the incident during this interview was 
essentially the same as he provided to Homicide detectives. 


Deputy Miranda said he and his partner Deputy Hoyos were having breakfast with 
Deputies Valenzuela and Lopez when Deputy Valenzuela told them about information 
she received regarding a man armed with a handgun. They all discussed a plan and 
left to search for the armed suspect. 


Deputy Miranda and his partner Deputy Hoyos (driver) were travelling eastbound on 
Palmer Street when they saw Suspect Parker on the south sidewalk. Deputy Hoyos 
stopped their patrol vehicle close to the south curb of Palmer Street and as Deputy 
Miranda exited and was giving commands to Suspect Parker to come to the hood of 
their vehicle, he saw a bulge in his right side waistband area. Suspect Parker, who was 
approximately 10 feet away, quickly ran west on Parker Street and continued south on 
Poinsettia Avenue. At the moment when Suspect Parker started to run, his shirt rose up 
and Deputy Miranda was able to see the butt of a handgun protruding from his right 
waistband area. Deputy Miranda said he broadcasted over the radio that a suspect with 
a gun was running from them and he and Deputy Hoyos went in foot pursuit of him. 


IAB Note: А review of the radio transmissions indicated at 1218 hours, 
Deputy Miranda broadcasted over the main frequency 
(Dispatch 9) a male black with a gun (radio code 417) 
wearing a black shirt was running from them. Refer to 
Exhibit D for complete radio transmissions 


As Deputy Miranda turned the corner from west on Palmer Street to south on Poinsettia 
Avenue he could not see where Suspect Parker was. Deputy Miranda said he 
continued running south on Poinsettia Avenue with the intent to locate and follow 
Suspect Parker, broadcast his location, and establish a good containment. When 
Deputy Miranda reached the south alley of Palmer Street he saw Suspect Parker 
running west in the alley. Deputy Miranda and Hoyos continued pursuing west in the 
alley and Deputy Miranda heard Deputy Hoyos broadcast on the radio that Suspect 
Parker was running. He also heard, via the radio, Deputy Hoyos direct someone to go 
through the alley. 


IAB Note: А review of the radio transmissions indicated approximately 
six seconds after the initial 417 broadcast, Deputy Hoyos 
request the Duplex patch radio frequency and broadcasted 
“Hey go in through the alley,” followed by “Were at Palmer 
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and Poinsettia Male Black, black shirt red..” Refer to Exhibit 
D for complete radio transmissions. 


Seconds later Suspect Parker turned towards them and pointed a handgun at them. 
Deputy Miranda believed Suspect Parker was going to shoot him, his partner, or both so 
in order to stop the threat he fired his gun two or three times at Suspect Parker. 
Suspect Parker turned back around and continued running west through the alley. 
Deputy Miranda said he did not believe Suspect Parker was hit because he continued 
running at a fast pace. 


Deputy Miranda said he was approximately 20 feet west of Poinsettia Avenue when the 
shooting occurred. He explained he was close to the south portion of the alley and was 
going to use a light pole for cover but since Suspect Parker had turned around so 
quickly he was unable to. He described his backdrop as being that of a brick wall. He 
said he shot in a northwesterly direction at Suspect Parker and remembered there were 
no citizens in his backdrop. 


Deputy Miranda said he continued to pursue Suspect Parker west through the alley. 
Suspect Parker then ran north on Sloan Avenue and Deputy Miranda, who was 
approximately thirty to thirty-five feet behind him in the alley, lost sight of him. Seconds 
later Deputy Miranda heard gunshots coming from Sloan Avenue. Deputy Miranda 
believed the gun shots were either from Suspect Parker or another deputy who was 
staged on Sloan Avenue. Deputy Miranda said he knew another deputy was on Sloan 
Avenue because he had heard Deputy Hoyos’ earlier radio transmissions directing 
someone to either go through the alley or cut him off at the alley and knowing Sloan 
Avenue was the next street to intersect the alley, it lead him to believe a deputy was 
there. Once Deputy Miranda heard the gunshots he immediately slowed down and took 
a wide turn onto Sloan Avenue in order to avoid a cross fire situation. 


Once on Sloan Avenue, Deputy Miranda saw Deputy Lopez in the street on Sloan 
Avenue just south of Palmer Street pursuing Suspect Parker who was running 
northbound on the east sidewalk of Sloan Avenue in front of Deputy Lopez. Deputy 
Miranda ran north on Sloan Avenue and when he was approximately ten to fifteen feet 
behind Deputy Lopez, he saw Suspect Parker run east on Palmer Street then stop in 
front of a car parked on the street at J Palmer Street. Deputy Miranda, whose focus 
was now on Suspect Parker, saw him move his head up and down as though he was 
dodging them while he was in front of the car. Deputy Miranda then heard one gun shot 
and saw Suspect Parker immediately drop to the ground. Although Deputy Miranda did 
not see Deputy Lopez fire his weapon he believed it was him because he had last seen 
him in the street on Palmer Street near the parked car and since Suspect Parker 
immediately dropped to the ground after the gunshot he knew it had to have been 
Deputy Lopez who shot him. Deputy Miranda broadcasted over the radio he was at 
Sloan and Palmer with Suspect Parker. 


IAB Note: Deputy Miranda was provided copies of Scientific Services 
Bureau's crime scene sketches during his interview. Refer 
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to those sketches (Exhibit E) for the location where Deputy 
Miranda indicated he was at the time of Deputy Lopez's 
second shooting. 


Deputy Miranda, who was standing on the sidewalk in front of Г 285 Palmer Street, 
and Deputy Lopez who was in the street along the driver's side of the vehicle where 
Suspect Parker fell to the ground, advanced іп a “V” formation towards Suspect Parker 
and detained him at gunpoint. Deputy Miranda said Suspect Parker had fell face down 
to the ground with his head positioned north and his feet south. His hands were tucked 
under his body causing them to order him several times to show his hands. He 
eventually complied and took his hands out from under his body. Moments later Deputy 
Hoyos, whom Deputy Miranda believed was following behind him, arrived and 
handcuffed Suspect Parker. Deputy Miranda believed Deputy Hoyos searched Suspect 
Parker at that time. Suspect Parker continuously moved around while handcuffed but 
Deputy Miranda was unsure as to why. Deputy Miranda asked Suspect Parker where 
his gun was and Suspect Parker told him he tossed it in the alley. Deputy Miranda said 
he never saw Suspect Parker toss anything in the alley but decided to have Aero 
Bureau check for a second gun. Once sufficient back up personnel arrived Deputy 
Miranda went to search for the gun. 


Deputy Miranda said he did not fire his weapon at Suspect Parker because his view 
was partially blocked by the car Suspect Parker was behind and therefore could not see 
his hands. Deputy Miranda only saw Suspect Parker moving his head up and down; 
from his vantage point he did not perceive a threat at that time. 


Deputy Miranda said it felt like thirty seconds had passed from the time he first went in 
foot pursuit of Suspect Parker to the time he was handcuffed. He added that everything 
happened so fast. 


Deputy Jerry Lopez was interviewed on November 21, 2013, at the Internal Affairs 
Bureau Offices by Sergeants Catrina Khasaempanth and Brenda Gibson. Deputy 
Lopez was represented by Omkar Ranade of Green and Shinee Law Firm. 


Deputy Lopez’s statement and description of the incident during this interview was 
essentially the same as he provided to Homicide detectives. 


Deputy Lopez said he was meeting with Deputies Miranda, Hoyos, and Valenzuela 
when Deputy Valenzuela relayed information to them regarding a man with a gun in the 
area of Palmer Street and Long Beach Boulevard. They discussed a plan on how to 
search for the suspect and then proceeded to search for the armed suspect in their 
respective patrol vehicles. As Deputy Lopez was turning westbound onto Palmer Street 
from southbound Long Beach Boulevard, he saw Deputies Miranda and Hoyos exiting 
their patrol vehicle to make contact with a suspect who matched the description of the 
armed man with a gun. Deputy Lopez saw the male suspect (Suspect Marcell Parker) 
run westbound on Palmer Street to southbound Poinsettia Avenue with both Deputies 
Miranda and Hoyos pursuing him on foot. Deputy Lopez accelerated his patrol vehicle 
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westbound Palmer Street to the intersection of Poinsettia Avenue. When he looked 
south on Poinsettia Avenue he saw Deputy Miranda running westbound into the south 
alley of Palmer Street. Deputy Lopez said he heard the radio traffic advising Deputies 
Miranda and Hoyos were in foot pursuit of a man with a gun so he proceeded 
westbound on Palmer Street towards Sloan Avenue, in an effort to contain Suspect 
Parker. Approximately 4-5 seconds later, as Deputy Lopez reached the area of IEE 
i heard two or three gunshots coming from the area of the alley where 
he last saw Deputy Miranda. Immediately after the gunshots he heard radio 
transmissions stating a deputy involved shooting had occurred. 


Deputy Lopez proceeded westbound on Palmer Street to southbound on Sloan Avenue 
and stopped in the middle of the street just north of the opening to the alley. Deputy 
Lopez said he knew Suspect Palmer and Deputies Miranda and Hoyos were most likely 
running in his direction which is why he chose to stop his patrol vehicle north of the alley 
to avoid being in their line of fire and to prevent a cross fire situation. As Deputy Lopez 
opened the door to exit his patrol vehicle, Suspect Parker came running from around 
the corner of the alley to northbound on Sloan Avenue holding a gun in his right hand. 
Suspect Parker continued running northbound on the east sidewalk area of Sloan 
Avenue, passing Deputy Lopez. At that point Deputy Lopez ran after Suspect Parker 
and as Deputy Lopez reached the rear of his patrol vehicle Suspect Parker turned 
around towards his left and with his right arm across his chest he pointed the gun at 
Deputy Lopez. Deputy Lopez said he believed Suspect Parker was going to shoot him 
so in an effort to stop the threat he fired his weapon, what he believed was twice, at 
Suspect Parker. Suspect Parker turned back around and continued to run northbound 
on the sidewalk area of Sloan Avenue. Deputy Lopez did not believe he hit Suspect 
Parker because Suspect Parker continued to run at a fast pace. Deputy Lopez believed 
he was approximately seven to ten feet away from Suspect Parker when he fired his 
weapon and had his patrol vehicle to his left for cover. Deputy Lopez said he had a 
clear view of Suspect Parker and was certain Deputy Miranda was not in his line of fire 
at the time he had to fire his weapon. Additionally, he saw his backdrop was that of 
residential homes on the north side of Palmer Street and there were no civilians outside 
of their homes. 


IAB Note: Deputy Lopez marked the listed positions on a copy of the 
Scientific Services Bureau Sketch, Exhibit F. 


Deputy Lopez continued to pursue Suspect Parker on foot and knew Deputy Miranda 
was close behind him because he heard him broadcast radio traffic about his (Deputy 
Lopez's) deputy involved shooting. Suspect Parker ran eastbound onto Palmer Street 
into the middle of the street, along the driver's side of a green Cadillac, and then 
stopped at the mouth of the driveway to Г almer Street near the front right corner 
of the Cadillac. Deputy Lopez stopped in the street near the driver side door area of the 
Cadillac. Suspect Parker turned to his left towards Deputy Lopez, and with his right arm 
across his chest he pointed a gun at Deputy Lopez. Believing he was going to be shot 
and in an effort to stop the threat, Deputy Lopez fired once at Suspect Parker causing 
him to fall immediately to the ground. Deputy Lopez said he was approximately ten feet 
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away from Suspect Parker at the time of this particular shooting and was using the 
engine block of the Cadillac for cover. He stated he had a clear view of Suspect Parker 
at the time he fired and his backdrop was that of the homes а Жапа 

He said he did not see any citizens outside of the homes at the time he fired his 
weapon and there was no cross fire situation present at the time. 


IAB Note: Deputy Lopez marked the listed positions on a copy of the 
Scientific Services Bureau Sketch, Exhibit F. 


Deputy Lopez said after he fired at Suspect Parker, he saw Deputy Miranda out of his 
peripheral vision run to the tree near the passenger side of the Cadillac. Deputy 
Miranda, who was still near the tree, and Deputy Lopez, who was still near the driver's 
door of the Cadillac, detained Suspect Parker at gunpoint. While lying on the ground 
Suspect Parker was repeatedly moving his hands towards his waistband. Deputy 
Lopez thought Suspect Parker had fallen on top of his gun when he was shot and was 
worried Suspect Parker was trying to retrieve the gun so he ordered him to stop moving 
his hands. He eventually complied. Deputy Hoyos then approached from the east and 
at some point Suspect Parker was handcuffed but Deputy Lopez was unsure who 
handcuffed him. Deputy Lopez said once Suspect Parker was handcuffed and backup 
units arrived, he felt there was no further danger so he walked several feet away from 
the scene towards the street to take a breath. When Deputy Lopez was asked if he 
tried to find Suspect Parker's gun or if he knew what happened to it he stated he did not 
because he needed a breath and time to decompress. He did remember Suspect 
Parker saying he tossed it in the alley which led Deputy Lopez to believe he may have 
had a second gun. 


Deputy Lopez said while he was decompressing he heard a noise he described as feet 
shuffling and when he turned around he saw what looked like deputies holding Deputy 
Hoyos’ arms, telling him to relax, and they moved him away from the area where 
Suspect Parker was. He did not know why that had occurred. He did discover later that 
Suspect Parker's gun was found in the gutter several feet from where he had fallen. 


Employee Witnesses 
The following narratives are intended only as a synopsis of the recorded interviews of 


the witness employees statements to Internal Affairs Bureau Investigators. Additional 
information and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the recorded interviews 
and transcriptions included with this case. 


Deputy Daniel Hoyos was interviewed on November 25, 2013, at the Internal Affairs 
Bureau Offices by Sergeants Catrina Khasaempanth and Brenda Gibson. Deputy 
Hoyos was represented by Omkar Ranade of Green and Shinee Law Firm. 


Deputy Hoyos said he was partnered with Deputy Marco Miranda and they had worked 
together for approximately two years. He said they were meeting with Deputies 
Valenzuela and Lopez when Deputy Valenzuela told them there was a male black 
armed with a handgun, wearing a red or black shirt and hat, near the area of Red’s 
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Liquor. The deputies discussed a plan to search and decided they would each drive а 
different route to Red's Liquor in the hopes of locating the armed suspect on one of the 
routes they traveled. 


As Deputy Hoyos and his partner Deputy Miranda, were traveling east on Palmer Street 
they saw a suspect (Suspect Parker) matching the description, walking with another 
male black (Witness 8 on the south sidewalk of Palmer Street east of Poinsettia 
Avenue. As they approached the males and stopped the patrol vehicle, Deputy Hoyos 
saw Suspect Parker give him a deer in the headlights look and then he ran west on 
Palmer Street. Deputy Hoyos exited his patrol vehicle and told the remaining male 
black to not move. He then saw Deputy Miranda run after Suspect Parker and he also 
went in foot pursuit of him. As Suspect Parker was turning the southeast corner of 
Palmer Street and Poinsettia Avenue Deputy Hoyos, who was near his patrol vehicle, 
saw Suspect Parker remove a gun from his right waistband area and run with the gun in 
his right hand south onto Poinsettia Avenue. Deputy Hoyos and Miranda continued to 
pursue on Poinsettia Avenue. While on Poinsettia Avenue Deputy Hoyos broadcasted 
on the Duplex Patch radio frequency they were in foot pursuit of a suspect armed with a 
handgun. He saw Deputy Lopez on Palmer Street and while on the patch frequency he 
told him to go to the next street, Sloan Avenue, while simultaneously motioning his hand 
in that direction. He saw Deputy Lopez then drive towards Sloan Avenue. 


Deputy Hoyos saw Suspect Parker and Deputy Miranda run west into the south alley of 
Palmer Street and Deputy Hoyos, who was approximately fifteen to thirty feet behind 
Deputy Miranda, momentarily lost sight of them. When Deputy Hoyos reached the 
mouth of the alley he saw Suspect Parker running with Deputy Miranda pursuing 
approximately ten feet behind him. They were almost half way through the alley at that 
time. Suspect Parker then turned around looking towards them and with his right arm 
raised he pointed the gun at them. Deputy Hoyos believed Suspect Parker was going 
to shoot them but he could not fire at Suspect Parker because Deputy Miranda was in 
his line of sight and he did not want to risk hitting him. Deputy Hoyos then heard two 
gunshots and did not know if it was Deputy Miranda who fired or Suspect Parker. 
Deputy Hoyos broadcasted that a Deputy Involved Shooting had occurred. He saw 
Suspect Parker continued to run west through the alley and Deputy Miranda pursued 
him. 


Suspect Parker ran north on Sloan Avenue and about five seconds later Deputy Hoyos 
heard two to three gun shots coming from that area. He saw Deputy Miranda was still 
in the alley, approximately ten to fifteen feet east of Sloan Avenue, and had slowed 
down as he was reaching the end of the alley near Sloan Avenue. He explained that 
Deputy Miranda was entering onto Sloan Avenue in a tactically safe manner he referred 
to as “slicing the pie.” Deputy Hoyos believed it was either Deputy Lopez or Suspect 
Parker that fired. He believed Deputy Lopez was possibly the one who shot because he 
had earlier directed Deputy Lopez to go to Sloan Avenue and he also saw him drive in 
that direction. He knew Deputy Lopez had to be on Sloan Avenue. Deputy Hoyos then 
broadcasted on the Duplex patch that a second Deputy Involved Shooting had 
occurred. 
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Deputy Hoyos believed that Deputy Miranda had met up with Deputy Lopez on Sloan 
Avenue, so he (Deputy Hoyos) ran east through the alley, north on Poinsettia Avenue to 
Palmer Street. His reason for going that way was because in the event Suspect Parker 
was to double back onto Palmer Street towards Poinsettia Avenue he would be there to 
contain. When asked if he told Deputy Miranda that he was going back to Poinsettia 
Avenue Deputy Hoyos said he had not. Deputy Hoyos was asked if he was worried 
about any type of cross fire situation. He explained he was never in Deputies Miranda 
and Lopez's clear sight because he would not have ran out in front of Suspect Parker. 


When Deputy Hoyos reached Palmer Street at Poinsettia Avenue he stood behind the 
north east corner of the residence at па peeked around the corner 
to the west. He saw Deputies Miranda and Hoyos were standing pointing their guns in 
a southern direction at Suspect Parker who was lying in the street. They were on the 
south side of Palmer Street, two houses east of Sloan Avenue. 


IAB Note: Deputy Hoyos indicated on a crime scene sketch (Exhibit С) 
from Scientific Services Bureau, his position as well as 
Deputies Miranda and Lopez's position when he first saw 
them on Palmer Street. He designated Deputy Lopez as the 
“Red С” on the sketch and Deputy Miranda as the “Red О.” 
Refer to page 16 of 28 of Deputy Hoyos’ IAB interview 
transcripts. 


Deputy Hoyos said he ran from his position of cover at БЕБЕ. the middle 
of the street then proceeded west to assist Deputies Lopez and Miranda. He explained 
at no point was he in their line of sight should they need to fire again, because he was 
approaching from the north east and they were facing south. Deputy Hoyos then 
handcuffed Suspect Parker. When Deputy Hoyos was asked if he searched Suspect 
Parker after handcuffing him he said he had not and then clarified by saying he had not 
done a thorough search. He explained he had done a quick sweep of Suspect Parker 
but did not check his pockets or waistband area. After conducting a quick search of 
Suspect Parker Deputy Hoyos said he requested paramedics for Suspect Parker, via 
the radio, and set up a containment of the area. Deputy Hoyos said he was unsure 
where Suspect Parker was injured but knew he was injured because of the blood he 
(Deputy Hoyos) had on his hands after searching him. 


While awaiting the arrival of paramedics Deputy Hoyos said Suspect Parker, who was 
laying with his head facing a south east direction and his feet in a northern direction, 
was shimming his way towards the south curb line near some leaves. He further 
described it as Suspect Parker was trying to move his body from a north south direction 
to an east west direction moving his waist closer to the south curb and leaf area. 

Deputy Hoyos was unsure of why Suspect Parker was moving in that direction but 
thought he could have been moving closer to the curb in order to retrieve a weapon, so 
he told him several times to stop moving. Suspect Parker did not comply with his orders 
and continued to shimmy his way towards the curb. At that point Deputy Hoyos 
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believed Suspect Parker was grabbing at something in the curb area, so he placed his 
left foot on Suspect Parker's buttocks to stop his movement towards the curb and told 
him to stop moving. Suspect Parker complied. Deputy Hoyos said an unknown person 
grabbed him and he took his foot off of Suspect Parker. That same person asked him 
what was going on and Deputy Hoyos told him that Suspect Parker was grabbing at 
something and they needed to search that area. 


IAB Note: During Sergeant Martinez’s interview with Internal Affairs 
Bureau, he explained he was the person who had grabbed 
Deputy Hoyos. Refer to pages 5-7 of Sergeant Martinez’s 
transcripts for further. 


Deputy Hoyos could not remember which deputy it was but said a deputy searched the 
area he was referring to and they found a small caliber handgun underneath some 
leaves. 


Deputy Jennifer Valenzuela was interviewed on November 25, 2013, at the Internal 
Affairs Bureau Offices by Sergeants Catrina Khasaempanth and Brenda Gibson. 
Deputy Valenzuela was represented by Omkar Ranade of Green and Shinee Law Firm 


Deputy Valenzuela said she was partnered with Deputy Erica Saavedra on the day of 
the shootings because Deputy Saavedra’s ни -- off that дау. During her 
shift Deputy Valenzuela received information from OSS Detective Lawler regarding 
information about a suspect armed with a gun. Deputy Valenzuela shared that 
information with Deputies Miranda, Hoyos, and Lopez and explained the suspect was 
supposed to be walking eastbound on Palmer Street. Together they discussed a plan 
and went searching for the armed suspect (Suspect Parker). Deputy Valenzuela, along 
with her partner Deputy Saavedra, were to drive on Long Beach Boulevard then west on 
Palmer Street while Deputy Hoyos and his partner Deputy Miranda were to drive east 
on Palmer Street. This was in order to have the beginnings of a semi-containment 
established in the event Suspect Parker started to run. 


As Deputies Valenzuela and Saavedra were searching for Suspect Parker, Deputy 
Valenzuela heard Deputy Miranda broadcast on the radio he was in pursuit of a suspect 
armed with a gun. Deputy Valenzuela responded to Palmer Street between Sloan 
Avenue and Poinsettia Avenue. When she arrived she saw Suspect Parker handcuffed 
on the ground, his head was facing the south curb line and his feet were northeast 
Deputies Hoyos and Miranda were standing near Suspect Parker and Deputy Miranda 
was broadcasting information on the radio about Suspect Parker's gun being in the 
alley. Deputy Lopez was standing in the middle of the street approximately 15 feet 
away 


Deputy Valenzuela said Suspect Parker wiggled around as though he was purposely 
trying to inch his body towards the south curb line of Palmer Street. He ignored orders 
to stop moving and continued to inch towards the curb. She said the gutter of the south 
curb line was full of leaves and trash. She explained that his movements did not seem 
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to be because he was in pain but more suspicious in nature which led her to believe that 
there was a possibility a gun may have been on his person or underneath him. Deputy 
Valenzuela said Deputy Hoyos then placed his knee or foot on Suspect Parker's lower 
leg or thigh area to stop his movement and told him to stop moving, to which he 
complied. At that point a male deputy, possibly Detective Meraz, yelled “gun” and the 
gun was found lying under the leaves in the gutter where Suspect Parker had been 
inching his way towards. When asked if Deputy Hoyos kicked or stomped Suspect 
Parker, Deputy Valenzuela said he had not. 


Deputy Valenzuela said she maintained focus on the gun and Suspect Parker to ensure 
safety. Once paramedics arrived Suspect Parker was moved away from the gun. 


Deputy Erica Saavedra was interviewed on November 22, 2013, at the Internal Affairs 
Bureau Offices by Sergeants Catrina Knhasaempanth and Brenda Gibson. Deputy 
Saavedra was represented by Omkar Ranade of Green and Shinee Law Firm. 


Deputy Saavedra said at the time of these shootings she had been assigned to 
Compton Station for approximately three months and was partnered with Deputy 
Jennifer Valenzuela for that day. During her shift Deputy Valenzuela told her they were 
going to look for a suspect who was supposed to be armed with a gun and he was to be 
wearing a black shirt and red hat. While they were looking for the suspect she heard 
emergent radio traffic from another unit requesting backup because they were involved 
in a shooting. Deputy Valenzuela and Deputy Saavedra responded to East 
Palmer Street. 


Upon Deputy Saavedra's arrival she saw Suspect Parker lying on his stomach with his 
hands cuffed behind his back. His head was facing south near the curb line and she 
saw blood on his torso area. Deputy Miranda was standing just west of Suspect Parker 
broadcasting radio traffic. Deputy Saavedra saw Suspect Parker moving his upper 
body and scooting closer to the curb. She along with other deputies told him to stop 
moving and he stopped momentarily. Suspect Parker again inched his upper body 
towards the curb and wiggled onto his side, but Deputy Saavedra did not see what 
occurred next because she was directed to contain the area with crime scene tape. 
She stated at the time she left, Deputies Valenzuela, Miranda, Hoyos, Detective Meraz, 
and Sergeant Martinez were with Suspect Parker. When she returned Suspect Parker 
was already inside the ambulance. 


When Deputy Saavedra was asked if she saw a gun anywhere near Suspect Parker 
she said she had not but did hear Deputy Miranda broadcast on the radio that a gun 
may have been tossed. She later learned from Deputy Valenzuela a gun had been 
found near Suspect Parker. 


Detective Henry Anthony Meraz was interviewed on November 25, 2013, at the 
Internal Affairs Bureau Offices by Sergeants Catrina Khasaempanth and Brenda 
Gibson. Detective Meraz was represented by Omkar Ranade of Green and Shinee Law 
Firm. 
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Detective Meraz‘s statements were essentially the same as what he documented in his 
supplemental report. Refer to pages 16-17 of Exhibit A. 


Detective Meraz said he responded to an assistance request regarding a deputy 
involved shooting. When he arrived on scene he saw Deputies Miranda, Lopez, Hoyos, 
Valenzuela and Saavedra standing near Suspect Parker who was lying on the ground 
on his back and he was handcuffed. 


IAB Note: Detective Meraz was shown а copy of the crime scene 
sketch (Exhibit H), to aid him in his account of what 
occurred, however he did not make any type markings on 
the sketch. 


Detective Meraz said Suspect Parker's head was near the south curb line, almost in the 
gutter and he was starting to inch his way up towards the curb. He further described 
Suspect Parker as trying to propel himself towards the curb. Detective Meraz believed 
Suspect Parker was trying to grab, retrieve or conceal something near the pile of leaves 
that were adjacent to him. It appeared to him that Suspect Parker was moving those 
leaves around. Other deputies gave Suspect Parker orders to stop moving but he did 
not comply. An unknown deputy moved Suspect Parker a few feet to the west and 
Detective Meraz saw a revolver in the gutter amongst the leaves. Detective Meraz 
alerted the other deputies of the gun and told them they needed to make sure one of 
them stood there and watched the gun so Suspect Parker could not get to it. Once the 
gun was located a deputy stood between it and Suspect Parker to ensure its safety and 
preserve it as evidence. He added that Deputies Hoyos, Miranda, Saavedra, and 
Valenzuela were all standing there to ensure Suspect Parker could not retrieve the gun. 


Detective Meraz said after the gun was located and Suspect Parker was secured he 
videotaped the area where the gun was found. At the time of the video the location 
where Suspect Parker was filmed is where he had been secured after the gun was 
located. 


IAB Note: Іп reviewing the video (Exhibit D) filmed by Detective 
Meraz, it showed that Suspect Parker was approximately 
one foot away from the gun. The gun was in the gutter and 
partially concealed by leaves. 


Detective Meraz could not remember at which point Sergeant Martinez arrived on 
scene. 


Sergeant Daniel Martinez was interviewed on December 3, 2013, at the Internal Affairs 
Bureau Offices by Sergeants Catrina Khasaempanth and Brenda Gibson. Sergeant 
Martinez was represented by Teresa Machado of the Professional Peace Officers 
Association. 
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Sergeant Martinez, who had been a Sergeant for approximately two years and had 
been assigned to Compton Station for three months at the time of this incident, said he 
heard emergent radio traffic on the Duplex Patch radio frequency regarding a Deputy 
Involved Shooting. He immediately responded to the location and arrived approximately 
two to three minutes later. 


IAB Note: Тһе radio transmissions (Exhibit D) of this incident indicated 
that Sergeant Martinez advised he was on scene at 
approximately four minutes and twenty-eight seconds after 
the first 998 broadcast was made. 


Sergeant Martinez saw Suspect Parker lying on the ground handcuffed and Deputies 
Lopez, Miranda, and Hoyos were nearby. Sergeant Martinez said while he was near 
the northern portion of Palmer Street he heard someone say there was a gun under 
some leaves along the curb line where Suspect Parker was. Sergeant Martinez walked 
to that area and saw Suspect Parker lying next to some leaves and Deputy Hoyos had 
his foot on Suspect Parker. 


Sergeant Martinez said he did not know why Deputy Hoyos had his foot on Suspect 
Parker and based on his perception at that moment it did not sit well with him. Sergeant 
Martinez tugged the back of Deputy Hoyos’ belt and his foot lifted off of Suspect Parker. 
Deputy Hoyos stepped back and told Sergeant Martinez the reason he placed his foot 
on Suspect Parker was because the gun was near him and he could have reached for 
it. Sergeant Martinez said prior to that point he had not seen where the gun was. He 
did eventually see the butt of the gun under some leaves. Sergeant Martinez 
explained that Deputy Hoyos had not kicked or stepped on Suspect Parker he 
described the manner in which his foot was placed on Suspect Parker as being similar 
to someone kneeling down and putting their hand on a person. The hand would be 
doing the same job as Deputy Hoyos’ foot was. 


Sergeant Martinez said once the gun was located he did direct someone to ensure its 
safety but was not sure who. He said it may have been Detective Meraz. Sergeant 
Martinez said once paramedics arrived he knew they would be moving Suspect Parker 
so in order to preserve the location of the gun in relation to Suspect Parker he had 
Detective Meraz record the scene. 


Sergeant Martinez explained that upon his initial arrival he also made sure the involved 
deputies were accounted for and not suffering any injuries. He also obtained a 
preliminary safety statement from them and began delegating duties and managing the 
scene. 


Non-Employee Witnesses 


Witness EE vas interviewed on August 17, 2012, by Homicide Investigators 
Phil Guzman and Kathy Gallagher (refer to page 54 of Exhibit A for Homicide 
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Investigators Guzman and Gallagher's Supplemental Report). The interview was audio 
recorded. 


Witness г 6 the Male who was with Suspect Parker when Deputies Miranda and 
Hoyos first spotted Suspect Parker and attempted to make contact with both. Witness 

was also the informant who had called OSS Detective Lawler and told him about 
Suspect Parker being armed with a handgun 


Witness [said Suspect Parker showed him a small black gun, possibly а .380, 
when they were іп the parking lot of Red's Liquor. He saw Suspect Parker put the gun 
in his back pocket. After he saw the gun he called the police to let them know. 


Witness ЩИ said as he and Suspect Parker were walking in front of the school on 
Palmer Street, Sheriff's Deputies pulled up to them and Suspect Parker took off running 
west on Palmer Street. Deputies chased him to Poinsettia Street and then into the alley 
south of Palmer Street. When they were in the alley he heard gunshots. He next saw 
Suspect Parker when he was near a truck or a car at Sloan Avenue and Palmer Street. 
He had his arms up and deputies were still chasing him. Witness ШЕШ who was at 
Poinsettia Avenue and Palmer Street, heard another gunshot and he dove onto the 
grass. He said deputies caught Suspect Parker near the corner of Palmer Street and 
Sloan Avenue. 


Witness [EE 2s interviewed on August 16, 2012, by Homicide 
Investigators Phil Guzman and Kathy Gallagher (refer to page 44 of Exhibit A for 
Homicide Investigators Guzman and Gallagher's Supplemental Report). Sergeant Trent 
Denison from Internal Affairs Bureau was also present during that interview. The 
interview was audio recorded. 


Witness [said he was in the northwest part of the kitchen at his house when he 
heard two gunshots and a person say, “I didn't do anything or | don’t have nothing.” Не 
looked out the north facing window and saw a male running west in the alley near Sloan 
Avenue. He saw his arms moving but could not see his hands. He said the person 
(Suspect Parker) was a male black, in his 20’s, wearing a red hat. 


Witness [saw Suspect Parker run north on Sloan Avenue. He also saw there was 
a police car facing south in the middle of the street. He said the police car was moving 
in reverse when the deputy fired once at Suspect Parker. He believed the deputy was 
still seated in the car and fired out the driver's side window. He did not see the suspect 
when the shot was fired. The deputy stopped the vehicle and ran after Suspect Parker. 
Witness remained in his house and made sure his were safe. 


АУ ү as interviewed оп September 7, 2012, by Homicide 
Investigators Phil Guzman and Kathy Gallagher (refer to page 57 of Exhibit A for 
Homicide Investigators Guzman and Gallagher's supplemental report). The interview 
was audio recorded. 
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Witness said he was in his living room when he heard the sound of cars 
accelerating. He looked out the window and saw a police car stopped with a door open. 
He saw a male black (Suspect Parker) running around the corner of Palmer Street and 
Sloan Avenue and a deputy chasing him. The deputy was holding a gun and told 
Suspect Parker to stop. He heard a gunshot and saw Suspect Parker fall to the ground. 
He heard the deputy continue to shout orders and Suspect Parker told him, “Okay, 
Okay.” Thirty seconds to a minute later, additional deputies arrived and handcuffed 
Suspect Parker. 


Witness Ee 2s interviewed on August 16, 2012, by Homicide 
Investigators Phil Guzman and Kathy Gallagher (refer to page 44 of Exhibit A for 
Homicide Investigators Guzman and Gallagher's supplemental report). Sergeant Trent 
Denison from Internal Affairs Bureau was also present during the interview. The 
interview was audio recorded and Deputy Barbara Wengert of Compton Station 
translated in Spanish. 


Witness Hino spoke in Spanish language, said he was sweeping the sidewalk 
in front of his house when he heard gunshots._He then saw a male (Suspect Parker) 
running from the alley north of Witness [EEE house with his hands in the air. He 
saw the backside of Suspect Parker and could not see anything in his hands. He said 
Suspect Parker was wearing all black. He next saw a deputy shoot at Suspect Parker. 
He thought he heard a total of five to six shots. He said he actually saw two deputies 
running after the male and saw both deputies shoot at him. He heard another five to six 
gunshots. Suspect Parker started to limp after he was shot but kept on running. 
Suspect Parker ran east on Palmer Street and he was unable to see anything further. 


Witness [EE said he drank three sixteen ounce beers that day. Investigator 
Guzman described Witness Г :- being jovial and friendly at the time of the 
interview but it was difficult to keep him focused on the questions asked of him. 


Witness 9 interviewed on September 7, 2012, by Homicide 
Investigators Phil Guzman and Kathy Gallagher (refer to page 57 of Exhibit A for 
Homicide Investigators Guzman and Gallagher's supplemental report). The interview 
was audio recorded. 


Witness said she was sitting in the front room of her home КИ! мт 

when she heard approximately three gunshots. Witness| looked out 
her front window and saw a male (Suspect Parker) running north on Sloan Avenue 
towards Palmer Street with a deputy chasing him. The deputy had a gun in his hand as 


he was running. 


Suspect Parker was near the rear of a car that was parked near the corner of Palmer 
Street and Sloan Avenue when she heard two more gunshots and saw Suspect Parker 
grab his leg. Suspect Parker kept running and fell to the street near the front end of the 
parked car. Witness со 1а no longer see Suspect Parker once he fell to the 
ground. 
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Witness ЩИ exited her residence and then saw Suspect Parker was handcuffed and 
on his stomach. She said she saw a deputy kick Suspect Parker two to three times. 
Three other deputies pulled the deputy away from Suspect Parker. 


Witness ШИ was interviewed on September 7, 2012, by Homicide 
Investigators Phil Guzman and Kathy Gallagher (refer to pages 57-58 of Exhibit A for 
Homicide Investigators Guzman and Gallagher's supplemental report). The interview 
was audio recorded. 


Witness Ii said she was in her living room on her phone when she heard two 
gunshots. When she looked out her window she saw a skinny male black (Suspect 
Parker) running on Sloan Avenue towards Palmer Street with a deputy chasing him. 
The deputy had his gun drawn and shot at Suspect Parker once. Suspect Parker 
continued running east on Palmer Street and the deputy again shot at him one time. 
Suspect Parker continued running a short distance and fell behind the car parked on 
Palmer Street from what Witness Ж could remember. WitnessIlcould not say for 
sure if Suspect Parker had a gun in his hand or not because she explained the incident 
was kind of a blur. 


Once Suspect Parker went behind the car Witness ШШ ес her residence and went 
outside. She then saw Suspect Parker sitting up with his hands behind him and she 
assumed he was handcuffed. She said she did not see any deputy kicking Suspect 
Parker but did see deputies pushing back another deputy. 


Witness I said she remained on her phone throughout this entire incident and her 
attention was not completely on what was occurring outside. 


Witness interviewed on August 16, 2012, by Homicide 
Investigators Phil Guzman and Kathy Gallagher (refer to page 45 of Exhibit A for 
Homicide Investigators Phil Guzman and Kathy Gallagher's supplemental report). 
Sergeant Trent Denison from Internal Affairs Bureau was also present during the 
interview. The interview was audio recorded. 


Witness I said she was working on her computer when she heard five to six 
gunshots. She looked out her window into her rear alley and saw two policemen 
running west toward Sloan Avenue. When she went outside to see what had happened 
she saw a male (Suspect Parker) lying face down on the street. His head was partially 
on the curb and he was handcuffed. She walked over to Suspect Parker and asked him 
if he was shot. She said Suspect Parker tried to turn over and she saw a deputy stomp 
him. Another deputy grabbed the first deputy and pulled him back. Witness lll 
learned later the reason the deputies were worried about Suspect Parker's movements 
was because his gun was underneath him and he was trying to get it. She said the 
deputies were worried Suspect Parker might gain control of the weapon again. 


Suspect Statement 
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Suspect Parker was interviewed on August 16 and 20, 2012, by Homicide Investigators 
Phil Guzman and Kathy Gallagher (refer to pages 50-51and 55-57 of Exhibit A for 
Homicide Investigators Guzman and Gallagher's supplemental report). The interviews 
were audio recorded. 


Suspect Parker initially told investigators a person named Г him to hold a 
black gun with wooden grips. Suspect Parker accepted the gun and placed it in his 
back pocket. He was walking with Inear a school when a cop car pulled up. 
ШЕШ tod him he better run and Suspect Parker did. The cops chased him into the 
alley and shot at him twice, striking him once on his left side. He said the bullet entered 
his left side back area and exited his front left side. He kept running and a second cop 
told him to stop. He was jogging and starting to slow when he was shot in the buttocks. 
He said he never took the gun out of his pocket. He said it might have appeared as 
though he was putting his hand in his pocket but he was only trying to pull his pants up. 
He said he did turn back towards the cops to see where they were, but it was only after 
he was shot the second time. After he fell to the ground he told the deputies he had 
something in his pocket and then pulled the gun from his pocket and placed it on the 
ground away from him. 


When Homicide Investigators questioned him about some of the actions he claimed he 
took, he admitted that he may have pulled the gun out of his pocket with the intentions 
of getting rid of the gun. He admitted the gun was at some point in his hand because he 
wanted to get rid of it. He did not have the gun in his hand to shoot a Deputy he only 
wanted to toss the gun. He thought he pulled his gun out of his pocket the first time 
when he was in the alley. He said he pulled the gun from his pocket to throw it but did 
not realize the Deputy was right there. He said he did not turn to look at him but only 
heard him say, “I’m gonna shoot.” 


Suspect Parker said the reason the second Deputy saw a gun in his hand was because 
as he turned the corner he was trying to put it back in his pocket. He told the Deputy at 
that time that he was not going to do anything. He said he was running with the gun in 
his hand but strictly for the reason of tossing it. He said when he fell to the ground the 
gun was back in his pocket; he removed it and put it on the ground away from him 
where deputies could see it. 


On August 20, 2012, Suspect Parker was again interviewed, at his request. Suspect 
Parker said he had taken the gun out of his pocket when he was at the end of the alley 
He explained the reason was so he could throw the gun. He saw another cop car pull 
up so he tried to put the gun back into his pocket. When he was running he saw an 
older Hispanic man and told him everything was okay. He turned to look at the deputies 
chasing him and heard them talking to him. He then felt himself get shot. He continued 
to run and saw an additional police car pulling up. He said that deputy told him 
something and Suspect Parker looked back at him. He continued to run and the deputy 
shot once, missing him. Suspect Parker said when he was behind a parked car he 
ducked and when he got back up he was shot again. Suspect Parker fell and was not 
able to continue running. He said some lady was interviewing him and he saw deputies 
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talking to each other so he slid the gun out onto the ground in front of him. A deputy 
then walked over and got the gun. 


When Suspect Parker was asked to clarify some of his earlier statements, he told 
Homicide Investigators the gun might have been poking out of his pocket when he first 
started running from deputies. He said he was trying to hold his pants up and the gun 
may have been bouncing up and down in his pocket. Suspect Parker said he had first 
taken the gun out of his pocket when he was in the middle of the alley. It was about that 
time when he first got shot. He continued running and saw another police car pulling up 
as he rounded the corner. He said he was trying to put the gun in his pocket when he 
encountered the second deputy. He told the deputy it was okay he was not going to do 
anything while simultaneously holding his pants up with one hand. He looked at the 
deputy from an angle and waived his arm telling him everything was okay. The deputy 
told him to stop and had his gun aimed at him. Suspect Parker ran to the front of a 
parked car and heard a gunshot which he believed hit the window of a car. Suspect 
Parker ducked and when he got up he was shot a second time. 


Miscellaneous 


IAB Lieutenant Patrick Libertone checked to see that the Watch Commander, Sergeant 
Jose Sandoval took reasonable steps to ensure that the involved parties and witnesses 
did not discuss the incident among themselves or with uninvolved persons prior to being 
interviewed by the assigned investigators, as well as the involved parties and witnesses 
personnel did not collectively consult with their attorney or representative. In addition, 
Lieutenant Libertone checked to see if the watch commander attempted to have the 
involved parties and witness personnel gather in the company of a supervisor until they 
have provided a statement to the assigned investigators. 
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
